Master: 

You asked for comments on the classifi- 
cation system and score shooting. Please 
consider the following effusions. 

Among the anti-gun set | am classified as 
a “Gun Nut”, a label | find impossible to re- 
fute. Since 1928, my first match, and | won 
it, | have shot in any sort of competition in- 
volving firearms. | have also been the Exec- 
utive Officer for all kinds of matches. The ex- 
tent of my depravity includes smallbore rifle, 
high power rifle, skeet, trap, bullseye pistol, 
Hunter’s Pistol (silueta), black powder rifle 
and pistol, high power and smallbore rifle 
silueta, bench rest, Cast Bullets (CBA) and 
ASSRA (scheutzen). In short, if it shoots, 
and doesn’t have wheels, | will go to the 
match. 

In the 1930s matches at Camp Perry, O. 
might draw in excess of 800 shooters for the 
Wimbledon, Leech, President’s, etc. match- 
es. There would be a trophy for first (you got 
a gold filled medal) and a sliver and three 
bronze medals for the next highest places. 
(Isn’t this Bench Rest today?) Later the 
NRA initiated the system of classification 
that allowed competitors to be eligible for 
the top prize, or awards for high in their clas- 
sifications, i.e., Master, expert, sharpshoot- 
er, etc. In this way, new shooters, and those 
with less than the best abilities, would be 
competing for Numero Uno in their skill 
group. 

In all categories of firearms competition 
such an arrangement has resulted in an in- 
crease in entries. The most recent figures 
from the NRA states that in 1988 11,816 
tournaments were sanctioned, 3.3% more 
than in 1987. These tournaments account- 
ed for 212,024 entries in 1988. These fig- 
ures do not include unsanctioned matches

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which might well double those figures. 
Growth of this sort has been going on for 
years. | feel it is attributable to the fact that 
marksman and sharpshooter, or class B 
and A shooters have a chance to win some- 
thing in their class and they line up at the stat 
office to buy a chance. 

In my experience as a match executive, 
most recently for High Power and 
Smallbore rifle silueta, indicates that the 
first thing a new shooter focuses on is win- 
ning a trophy in his class. To many this will 
seem well within the realm of possibility and 
they work hard on the project. 

After that FIRST trophy the new man ad- 
justs his goal to tops in the next higher clas- 
sification, etc. The carrot on the stick, as it 
were. 

The system of shooter classification 
works in other shooting disciplines. Why 
won’t it work in Bench Rest? 

Let me say a good word for score shoot- 
ing. Some years ago | used to shoot this at 
Fairfax Rod & Gun club, but got lured away 
by silueta shooting of all kinds, and by CBA 
and ASSRA shooting. 


Our score shooting in the 1970s drew 
competitors with varmint and hunting rifles, 
loaded for the best accuracy we could get. 
We enjoyed the challenge of trying to get the 
edge of the bullet hole to touch the mothball. 
We could use what we had, with refine- 
ments, and it was a fun game. | like to think 
that the score shooting now being done will 
prosper with due attention and emphasis. 
Indeed, it seems to have grown well in re- 
cent years. 

| see score shooting as a nice adjunct to 
formal bench rest shooting. If the partici- 
pants appear to shoot, they are available to 
cross over to formal bench rest shooting at 
a later date. It would be nice to have a sup- 
ply of “farm hands” ready to move up to the 
big leagues when they are ready. The sport 
needs constant replacements for those who 
depart for other games, or other worlds. 

| cast my vote for the establishment of a 
classification system for Bench Rest and for 
continued emphasis on Score Shooting. 

May the wind only blow between your re- 
lays.

.17 CALIBER: LESSONS LEARNED 


.17 caliber enthusiasts and casual ob- 
servers should find this to be a most inform- 
ative piece, if for no other reason than to 
learn what not to do. Many people believe 
there is no better way to prove a point than 
to put your money where your mouth is. 
Building a rifle and playing with it at the 
home range is one thing, but testing your 
theories in a match environment is quite an- 
other. Match results are the true test of any 
components ability to endure. The competi- 
tive nature of the event validates the signifi- 
cance of its performance. This article, as 
promised, is being written upon my return 
from Phoenix and the Cactus Classic. 

School definitely was in session down in 
Phoenix. There were some very good les- 
sons to be learned. Right now | feel as if | 
have taken several licks across the top of 
my head with one of those old wooden 
pointers. Hopefully, I'll remember how | got 
these lumps and do alittle better on my next 
trip out. 

Lesson Number One, anyone that at- 
tempts to shoot a bullet weighing only 25 
grains in 40 MPH winds needs to have his 
head examined. To get in on the cash option 
. .. well, that should be enough to prove the 
guy has a compressed cerebrum or some- 
thing. If | knew in advance that the wind was 
going to be that extreme | would have 
backed out of premiering the .17 Mach IV in 
a National competition. The results were 
not indicative of this cartridge’s potential. 
Yet, many people seemed impressed with 
its performance such as it was. This was 
partially due to the fact that larger calibers 
weren't having an easy go of it either. If had 
brought another gun with me to Arizona | 
would have shot it. The conditions were that 
extreme. No excuses need to be made for 
the .17, because it performed respectably 
when the conditions were reasonable. The

Cactus was a tough shoot for all who at- 
tended. It didn’t matter what cartridge you 
were shooting there were times when it was 
tough just staying on paper. If you found 
your name on the Top Ten list it wasn’t luck, 
you earned it. 

This was my first visit to Arizona and | 
was most impressed with the scenic splen- 
dor of the surrounding areas, but wish 
Mother Nature had treated us a little kinder 
with respect to the weather. Having arrived 
for the match several days early, | had every 
intention of doing a little load refinement 
work and getting in a little parctice. Unfortu- 
nately, this was not to be. 

When we landed in Phoenix on Thursday 
morning it was 40 degrees and raining. The 
temperature pretty much stayed in that 
range for the next several days. The “na- 
tives” kept saying things like, “Quite unusu- 
al.” “It’s been in the mid-eighties for 3 weeks 
now, don’t know what to make of this.” 
“Isn’t it a shame?” Needless to say, none of 
this made me feel any better. Especially 
when | had to go out and buy a sweater and 
another jacket to keep warm. | had been 
watching the weather reports from Illinois 
and never anticipated this kind of dramatic 
change. 

My real concern was not the tempera- 
ture, because 40 degrees was approxi- 
mately the temperature | had worked a load 
up for back home. | had the bullet crank’n 
approximately 3500 FPS, as suggested in 
the previous article. What did concern me 
was the prevailing 40 MPH winds. | kept 
thinking to myself, you'll be lucky to even hit 
the paper at a 100 yards let alone 200. 

In spite of the weather the Cactus Classic 
was a well structured and organized match. 
Walt Berger and his crew did a fine job. | had 
the feeling that everything was under con- 
trol and being attended to in the most effi-

cient manner possible. | especially liked the 
prematch get-together on Friday evening. 
After hibernating all winter, it was great to 
see old friends and make the acquaintance 
of a few new shooters. When the word got 
around that! would be shooting a .17 the fun 
began. As you might have expected, a lot of 
good natured teasing took place, but | 
wasn’t surprised when most conversations 
ended with words of encouragement and 
support. | knew Bill Gammon hadn't come 
down from Canada to shoot the match, be- 
cause | certainly would have been subjected 
to that “distinct” laugh of his. To be quite 
honest | kind of missed it, but am certain 
that I'll be hearing it in Holton, Michigan 
when we shoot there in May. 

The 10.5 lb. rifle | took to the match was 
built from the following components: a 
Stolle “Teddy” action, a Pence stainless 
1:12 twist cut rifle barrel, Lee Six thumbhole 
stock that was bedded, glued, and painted 
by Tom Meredeth, a Shilen 2 oz. competi- 
tion trigger, and a 36X Bausch and Lomb 
target scope on top. The bullets were 
Berger’s and | filled the cases with approxi- 
mately 16 grains of Hodgdon’s 4198 pow- 
der. The bullet was seated in the case to just 
kiss the lands of the barrel when cham- 
bered. 

| admit that my choice of barrel twist was 
based ona “guestimate” early on in the proj- 
ect. Most folks that are shooting .17 caliber 
rifles today are shooting factory or standard 
1:10 twists barrels. | felt, after discussing 
the issue with several experienced shoot- 
ers, that a slower twist may prove to be ben- 
eficial with respect to bullet stability. At this 
point | am not prepared to say that one twist 
is better than another, but at present | am 
pleased with the performance of the 1:12. 
Others are presently experimenting with 
1:11’s and enjoying a fair measure of suc- 
cess, so the jury is still out on this one. Tomy 
knowledge there are only two barrelmakers 
currently offering custom .17’s, Pence Bar- 
rels and Shilen Rifles, both are PS advertis- 
ers. 

Ron Pence called me the other day to ask 
what | had done in Arizona to warrant all the 
calls he was getting on .17 barrels. | said, 
Hell | don’t know. Whatever it is keep it up, 
he said. I’m already a half dozen barrels be- 
hind. Sounds like “Cubs Fever” to me. 
(That’s regional humor. You have to be a 
Cubs fan to understand!) 

| have discussed the prospect of shooting 
heavier 30 grain bullets and increased ballis-

tics performance with several other .17 cali- 
ber shooters, Stu Harvey, Dick Cundiff, and 
Dick Saunders among them. Most seem to 
agree that a heavier bullet may be all we 
need to buck the wind a little more efficient- 
ly. | personally have had no luck with Rem- 
ington .17 caliber bullets, but Dick Saunders 
and Bill Wylde claim they do just fine. To my 
knowledge neither of these two fellas are 
shooting a full blown bench gun or trying to 
put them in one hole. Dick Saunders’ inter- 
ests lie in the area of super velocity and var- 
mint guns. Bill Wylde is shooting them out of 
his accurized AR-15. Although | consider 
Bill Wylde a friend, | think he may have one 
of those compressed cerebrums referred to 
earlier. (Look who's calling the kettle black!) 
As aside note: if you shoot a production .17 
caliber rifle, i.e., Remington, Sako, etc., and 
have only run Hornaday’s through it, you're 
in for a big surprise when you get your 
hands on some good custom bullets. Not 
wanting to waste any of the scarce Berger 
Customs, | broke my match barrel in with 
Hornadays and then did some serious test- 
ing. There is absolutely no comparision. 
Sometime in the near future I'll write a sepa- 
rate article on the results of those tests. 

Walt Berger recently looked over my 
computer theoreticals and promised to in- 
vestigate the possibility of obtaining longer 
jackets to make up some heavier bullets. 
For now, the current jacket manufacturers 
are in the drivers seat. They will determine 
when, if at all, the .17 caliber will reach its full 
potential. | think most of us realize that 
these kinds of business decisions are based 
‘on economic principles not theoreticals. 
They may not, at this time, be as enthusias- 
tic as some of us. We can only hope for the 
best when it comes to the availablity of long- 
er, match grade bullet jackets for this cali- 
ber. 

If and when we get heavier bullets, we will 
once again be confronted with the dilemma 
of determining the proper rate of barrel 
twist. Fortunately, this is a much simpler 
problem to deal with than some of the other 
obstacles we have overcome in recent 
years. 

One thing | “relearned” at this match was 
the importance of ALWAYS running a cou- 
ple of dry patches through the barrel and 
swabbing out the chamber before you go up 
to the line. This lesson was a most costly 
one. | probably shot the biggest, ugliest 
group I’ve ever shot in a match, because | 
forgot to do this. | was busy running my 
mouth off, was rushed to get up to the line, 
and forgot to do it. | have done this before 
with larger calibers, PPC, BR’s, and have 
gotten away with it. Usually a couple of 
shots on the sighter target will dry every- 


thing out for you, but not with one of these 
“needle shooters.” Solvent in the bore or 
chamber is super critical and causes some 
extremely high and erratic chamber pres- 
sures. From now on intend to do alittle less 
talking and more swabbing just before it’s 
time to head up to the firing line. | discussed 
the matter with George Kelbly. When | told 
him what | had done he gave me one of 
those Kelbly smiles. It’s like, | could have 
told you that. Actually George thought that 
just a dry bore mop might not be enough in 
the case of the .17. He suggested | try a de- 
greasing type chemical to remove any re- 
maining lubricating agents that might be ad- 
hering to the walls of the chamber. | got my 
hands on some alcohol the next day and 
gave it a try. | don’t know if it actually ac- 
complished anything, but it made me feel 
better. We know that counts for something. 
| intend on doing a little investigation work 
on this wet and dry chamber business with a 
chronograph later this spring. 

Another thing that some of you may find 
interesting is the fact that my barrel seems 
to want to shoot alittle better when itis dirty. 
| discovered this the last time | was out at 
the range with my chronograph. Generally, | 
shoot 10-shot groups and then clean the 
barrel. After returning home from the range 
one day | decided to graphically depict the 
chronograph data. The resulting graph con- 
firmed my suspicions. The barrel shoots 
better when it is slightly fouled because 
somewhat erratic pressures exist until the 
barrel is fired approximately 6 times. (See 
Fig. 1). | do not have an explanation for this, 
nor do any of my friends. It may be a unique 
characteristic of this barrel, but | doubt it. 
More work needs to be done in this area. | 
definitely do not want to waste 6 shots on 
the sighter target before going up to the re- 
cord target. That’s a lot of bullets over the 
course of a match season and a lot of frus- 
tration when conditions look very good for 
the first minute or so of the match and you 
can’t get in on it. 

One thing that | found to be quite bother- 
some was the fact that | could not get 5 
shots off in 20 or 30 seconds when condi- 
tions were holding. The profile of the .17 cal- 
iber cartridge on the loading ramp surface is 
very low due to the small diameter of the 
projectile. The bolt will not push the car- 
tridge into the chamber. It pushes the bullet 
tip into the breech face and “reseats” the 
bullet and we all know what this can do to 
accuracy. The bolt face is coned and the 
breech is properly contoured to mate with it. 
The feeding problem is one that | never an- 
ticipated. Now I’m looking for a solution to 
the problem and one doesn’t seem to be 
readily apparent. | have considered having 
the action milled out so that the cartridge 
rests on the bed of the action on a slightly 
upward angle, at least giving it a better 


chance of entering the chamber unobstruct- 
ed. When “your” condition is out there it’s a 
frustrating experience to have to push the 
round into the chamber with your finger 
each time. It’s wasted motion, loss of valu- 
able time, and a general pain. Anyone have 
any ideas? I’m open to suggestions. 
| didn’t have as much trouble seeing my 
bullet holes at 200 yards as | thought | 
would. Mirage was only moderate on the af- 
ternoon of the second day of the match and 
the wind blew most of it away. Other fellas 
that were watching me shoot didn’t seem to 
have any trouble seeing my holes at 200 ei- 
ther, but it was extremely difficult to venture 
a guess at what the score may be from that 
distance. This will take experience. The 
next time out | do intend to have a 45X 
Bumped Leupold on the gun. 
| couldn’t resist showing you two of my 
“respectable” targets. The 100 yard target 
was shot in moderate conditions, and it was 
one of the few times | had my head where it 
belongs during the match. The large 200 
yard target almost caused my heart to stop 
while | was pecking away at it. | had the first 
3 shots in a small cluster. The conditions 
had changed and | chose to wait it out. With 
30 seconds left on the clock | went down to 
the sighter and let one fly, noted the impact 
point, and went up to the record target. 
Needless to say the 4th shot broke my heart 
and made the group. The 5th shot pretty 
much went where it was supposed to. Larry 
Baggett and Stan Buchtel were on the 
benches next to me and watched me shoot 
this group. | think they were as disappointed 
as | was with that 4th shot, but such is the 
nature of the game. In retrospect, Stan and 
Larry’s interest and support meant more to 
me than the resulting score. Their actions 
exemplified the highest form of sportsman- 
ship you can find in the game today. It’s a 
pleasure to call them friends.

If you thought you were going to geta 
look at my “ugly” targets you were mistak- 
en! Suffice it to say, that when | was able to 
keep the bullets on paper in high winds it 
shot with the rest of the pack. Some earned 
penalty shots defeated me. More to follow 
as the season progresses.

Dear Dave 

| have to admit that | really enjoy reading 
Precision Shooting! (Editor: one who admits 
his vices can frequently be saved). 

After reading Dan Lilja’s article, “Shoot- 
ing Dynamite Out to 1200 Yards” in the Au- 
gust 1988 issue, | was inspired to tell you 
about our area’s annual shoot (I live in Hick- 
ory, North Carolina). We will be holding our 
ninth annual “Ground Hog Shoot” on Satur- 
day, April 1st, and it has three divisions. 

The contest is sponsored by Bull’s Eye 
Sporting Goods, a hunting, fishing, and 
shooting supply store nearby that is run by 
Larry Willis. We get the shoot started at 
8:00 am, and the “rain date” is the following 
Saturday if the weather gods are unkind. 

The first division is limited to .22 caliber 
rimfire, and is the only division shot from the 
offhand position. At a distance of 90 feet, 
five shots are fired for score. The entry fee is 
a modest $2.00, and prizes are given for 
first, second, and third places. 

The next division, with an $8.00 entry fee, 
calls for the shooter to fire three shots each 
stage, at distances of 100, 300 and 500 
yards. We use a woodchuck target with two 
bullseyes superimposed. And prizes are 
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awarded for first through tenth place. This is 
done from the prone position. 

The final division is probably the one with 
the easiest-to-understand scoring. At a 
range of 500 yards, with no sighters al- 
lowed, you get one shot... at an egg! 

In the second and third divisions, the 
centerfire rifle divisions, certain equiment 
rules are common to both. No sighter shots. 
All shooting from the prone position. We try 
to have our shooting come close to how you 
would actually shoot at a ground hog out 
there in the game fields. Sandbags, bipods 
and etc. are allowed. All types of rifles and 
scope combinations can be counted on to 
make appearances here. 

As | said earlier in the letter, the egg shoot 
is the easy division to score. In 1986 we had 
two shooters who hit the egg. In 1987 we 
had three shooters who accomplished the 
feat. Needless to say, the weather has a lot 
to do with it; if it’s a realy windy day, not too 
many eggs are going to suddenly disappear 
at the target line. Each shooter who hits the 
egg has his name engraved on the “Egg 
Trophy”. The following names appear 
thereon at present (not counting this year’s 
shoot):

During World War II | was in the infantry. | 
started out as a private (BAR man), went to 
staff sergeant (rifle squad leader), and 
T/sergeant (platoon sergeant). | fought on 
the front lines for 13 months, in Italy, and 
was wounded three times. Before the war | 
had purchased a Remington Model 37 (rim- 
fire) match rifle, and learned a lot about 
shooting from the smallbore matches we 
entered in those days before the war. 

One day on patrol, behind enemy lines, 
we saw a small group of enemy soldiers 
standing around two soldiers who were 
seated in a Volkswagon Jeep; the distance 
was about 850 yards. | told my scout that 
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we should move up to the next hill (that was 
about 200 yards closer to the Germans) and 
attempt from there. The scout wasn’t all 
that enthusiastic about the chances of our 
being seen, and drawing enemy mortar or 
artillery fire on us. The scout said “Ser- 
geant, just think what a great shot it would 
be if we could do it from here!” So | decided 
to try the shot from where we were. We both 
got down into a prone position, using a 
good, tight loop sling. We turned our sights 
up to 600 yards, and held over our chosen 
targets. | told the scout to get his shot off as 
soon as possible after my shot. We both 
took careful aim, and tried to calculate the 
correct hold-over. | chose the soldier sitting 
in the right front seat, and my scout took the 
soldier in the left front seat. Both of our 
shots rang out; mine first and his only a few 
seconds later. Through my field glasses | 
watched the standing soldiers run off. In a 
few moments they came back to the jeep, 
and carried the two men who had been sit- 
ting therein to a nearby barn. We had hit 
both Germans. This gave us the confidence 
to try, later on, even longer shots (of which 
enough were successful to keep us encour- 
aged). 

| remember another time, just outside of 
Vesoul, France. We had taken a small 
mountain top, and from there we could ob- 
serve the Germans retreating from the 3rd 
Infantry Division attack. They had to retreat 
down a mountain road, coming off a rocky 
mountain, just across a small valley. We de- 
termined that the nearest point of that road 
was well over a mile from our positions on 
top of our mountain. We set up two heavy 
.30 caliber water cooled machine guns on 
their tripods. First | had each machine gun- 
ner fire his weapon while two of us watched 
through our binoculars to see just where his 
bullets were striking. We gave the machine 
gunner the needed corrections for him to 
dial into his tripod mount. When we had both 
machine guns sighted in on the same point 
we could give them a common command 
... for instance, “four clicks right, and up 
two clicks” . . . to hit targets that we wanted 
them to fire on. In a few minutes we were in 
business, with both machine guns hitting 
the targets we chose for them. Because of 
the distance involved the gunners could not 
see the enemy soldiers, only the vehicles. 
We could see the soldiers with binoculars 
however. Then | called artillery fire on the 
road, and in a few minutes we had all four 
shells from each battery striking the road. 
Between the artillery fire, plus two machine 
guns bearing on a critical curve in the road, 
we soon made that section of the road a 
place that was definitely hazardous to one’s 
health. The Germans started pushing 
tanks, trucks, anything that moved, off the 
road, in an effort to get the officer's staff

(Editor’s introduction: One of our readers, 
Joe Rychetnik, of Pacific Grove, Californiais 
a professional firearms writer, whose works 
have appeared in many trade publications. 
Recently he was ordering some back issues 
from Brian Hollister, and — as writers have 
been known to do, from time to time — went 
off on a bit of a tangent . . .on the subject of 
“Hollister”. It seems as if the town of 
Hollister, California is right near Mr. 
Rychetnik’s home town. Well, Brian 
Hollister forwarded the letter to me, and | 
decided the letter was too good not to share 
with you). 


Dear Mr. Hollister: 

The town of Hollister was a real wild west 
rootin’ tootin’ cowtown in the early days 
after the Gold Rush. It is situated on the 
Pacheco Land Grant and was cattle country 
until the wheat rush started near the end of 
the century. California became a meat pro- 
vider to the Australian and Alaskan gold 
rush.

Frank McCune on Many Subjects 


(Live varmint shooting, Cheetahs, 


wildcats, flashy blondes, whatever . . .) 


Dear Dave, 

| have, at the moment, several opinions, 
some of them entirely personal opinions, 
that | feel duty-bound to share with you... 
whether you like it or not. 

To start with, | have just spent two per- 
fectly good, usable, never to return, weeks 
out of my life, investigating the pros and 
cons of building a Cheetah fueled live var- 
mint rifle. A lesser man would have flipped a 
coin, or made up his mind in a day ... or 
maybe . . . over a weekend. Not for me this 
impulsive stuff. . . these things must be con- 
sidered in depth, pondered, savored, rolled 
around on the tongue, slept on! 

As you know, sir, the Cheetah is all the 
darling of the hot rodder live varmint shoot- 
er. If you miss the varmint that you’re shoot- 
ing at, the sonic boom should still get him! | 
know, | know, the classic Cheetah is based 
on the full length Remington basic BR case 
... but as far as | am concerned, it is a 22- 
243 Improved, period. The Remington BR 
case uses the small primer, of course. The 
small primer is supposed to improve accura- 
cy, but we sure are giving it a lot of gunpow- 
der to ignite (effectively) in that Cheetah 
case! 

The Cheetah gives us another “large” 22 
caliber live varmint cartridge. As such, it 
joins the ranks of several others; a few that 
quickly come to mind would include . . . the 
22-243 Middlestedt, the .224 Clark, the .22- 
6mm Remington, the .220 Rocket, the .22- 
4000, the .22-284, and the .22-06. (Editor: | 
gather that the world still anxiously awaits 
the .22-378 Weatherby?)

Does a larget case make a better case? | 
have my doubts! 

This morning | was in my loading room, 
dutifully filling 22-250 cases with H-414 
powder, when | began to wonder about the 
capacity of some of these large .22 caliber 
cases. | had several sample cases in my 
“brass box”, and | filled several of them to 
the top with powder, and then proceeded to 
weigh the contents, to get an idea of relative 


capacities: 
22-250 — 44 grains 
.220 Swift — 47.5 grains 


.220 Swift Improved — 50 grains 
.22 Cheetah — 48.5 grains 

The Cheetah is big all right, but not 
uniquely big! Velocities of 4300 feet per sec- 
ond with 50 grain bullets are the norm in the 
Cheetah, but how do the Cheetah reloaders 
get that tremendous velocity? Why, with 
tremendous pressure, of course! 

One does not have to be a Rhodes schol- 
ar to figure out that when you have the same 
capacity, you will get the same velocity 
when both are used at the same pressure 
levels. There is no magic in this . .. youcan 
change shoulder angles, neck lengths, 
whatever your little heart desires ... but 
two cases of same capacity, operating at 
the same pressure. . . are going to give sim- 
ilar velocities, like that fact or not! 

One Cheetah owner told me recently that 
he has to discard his cases after their third 
firing, because even after sizing he simply 
cannot get them back into his rifle chamber. 
His best load for accuracy however, not 
world record velocity, but rather . . . accura- 
cy ... was a load that gave 4000 feet per 
second with a 52 grain bullet. 


If you’re going to shoot the Cheetah, 
you’re going to need dies, right? A call to 
RCBS turned up the news that a set of form- 
ing dies would cost $196.00. | put down the 
phone, and staggered around the living 
room, clutching at my chest, and wondering 
about the pains shooting down my left arm. | 
called RCBS back. How about a set of load- 
ing dies? It seems that the Cheetah dies are 
not “stock” . . . rather they are “custom”. As 
such, a set costs $65.00. Staggered around 
the living room again ... with the chest 
pains worse this time. 

On the other hand, if you want to extract 
the very best accuracy available out of your 
Cheetah, you'll probably want a set of cus- 
tom made “hand” dies. | set out on a far- 
and-wide search for same for the Cheetah; 
eventually | found a soul who would do the 
deed. We won't even begin to tell you the 
price structure here ... our counsel is to 
take that money, put it aside, and instead 
send one of your kids to Yale or Harvard 
with it. For the full four years, of course. 

A friend of mine elected to go ahead with 
his dream of a Cheetah varmint rifle. He pur- 
chased the expensive loading dies, both 
forming and reloading. Then he assembled 
the rifle ... Remington 700 action, match 
grade barrel, fiberglass stock . . . all put to- 
gether by a top-flight accuracy gunsmith. 
Needless to say, a thousand dollar bill did 
not come anywhere near covering the 
“damages”. After shooting his coveted 
Cheetah for a while, the project of making 
cases became more of a hassle than he was 
willing to put up with, and he decided to try 
.243 Winchester cases instead. That was a 
lot easier, and he thereafter used those 
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cases instead. | casually mentioned to him 
one day that his sexy, hot-rod Cheetah had 
become ... magically . .. a mundane .22- 
243 Improved, right before our eyes. Such 
wonders, such magic! He politely invited me 
to shut up. But then ... great humorists 
have often been unappreciated in their own 
times! 

In summation, when one becomes in- 
volved . . . be it with a wildcat . . . or a flashy 
blonde, for that matter . . . it calls for a com- 
mitment of both time and money. And it 
doesn’t always turn out happily in the end. 
(Editor: these sobering cautions notwith- 
standing, we suspect that our readers will 
continue to experiment with both.) 


In the same (March) issue of PS Kevin 
Black inquires about a .17 caliber rifle, and 
your columnist, Dick Cundiff, gives a good 
reply . . .to which! am aching to add my two 
cents worth. 

The first great truth . . . for you to retain 
...all the days of your life . . . for the aver- 
age shooter . . . a factory rifle, and a factory 
available case is the way to go. (Editor: pos- 
sibly true, but | have never met any shooter 
who considered himself “average”. Most of 
my friends consider themselves to be the liv- 
ing reincarnation of either Harry Pope or 
Lones Wigger). Forget all about wildcat 
cases and off-beat loads! (Editor: we be- 
lieve that an exception should be made for 
the Wombat, sir!). If you are absolutely con- 
vinced that your life will not be complete 
without a .17 caliber rifle, the Remington 
700 BDL in .17 Remington chambering is 
darn hard to beat! 

Dick Cundiff began to give some costs for 
a .17-222, or a.17 Javelina, or a .17-221 (all 
wildcats). Since he is a gunsmith, he will 
have a better handle on exact costs than | 
will, but | maintain that some of these costs 
will be pretty well known, at least by the 
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readers of this particular magazine. Start off 
with a good, used Remington action ($250), 
add a top-grade, stainless barrel, cham- 
bered ($400), as well as a Camo stock 
(fiberglass) ($350), and you're at $1,000 im- 
mediately. To this you have to add the cost 
of an expensive set of case forming, as well 
as loading dies. 

Contrast this with what a Remington 700 
BDL in .17 Remington is going to cost you. 
Down at my local gun store they are selling 
for $380 this week. That leaves $620 left 
over ... more than enough for a good 
scope, brass, loading dies, bullets, cleaning 
rod and guide, etc., etc. (Editor: good gravy, 
there’s so much money left over here that 
we can probably call that flashy blonde men- 
tioned earlier herein, and suggest that we 
paint the town red, or something along that 
line). 

Now, on to the second great truth . . . for 
you to retain. . . all the days of your life: wild- 
cats are nice . . . until the day comes when 
you decide to dispose of the gun. Most 
“local gunshops” look skeptically at “cus- 
tom rifles” anyway. Make it a wildcat. . . the 
.17 Javelina, for instance . . . and, son, you 
are about to hear an offered price that you 
ain’t gonna like! (That is, if you hear any of- 
fered price at all). 

Before | find myself inundated with letter 
bombs, made up from stretched out 6PPC 
cases and 4198 powder, | will admit that, 
yes, there are some good wildcats out 
there. But they are few and far between, 
and so very many of them accomplish little 
other than just about duplicating a factory 
cartridge. 


The final article to catch my eye in the 
March issue was the letter from Don Sills 
concerning the improvement in accuracy 
that he got with tip pressure on the barrel of 
his rifles. | too have observed that tip pres- 
sure will help SOME rifles. | had a rather 
savvy factory rep tell me that they had found 
that tip pressure gave them the best out-of- 
the-box accuracy with sporter weight rifles. 
Tip pressure seems to cancel out faults 
caused by poor bedding in the action 
area! 

It costs the factory less, in their produc- 
tion cycle, to set up the forend of the stock 
for a bit of tip pressure than it would cost 
them to do a better job of bedding the ac- 
tion. 

Within my own experiences | have found 
that the point of impact will wander, over a 
period of time, on wooden stocks with tip 
pressure. The cure for this problem is of 
course obvious; a fiberglass stock. 

But, in that same vein, each rifle, be it cus- 
tom or factory, wildcat or standard cham- 
bering, is a law unto itself. You will have to 
experiment with loads, bedding, and all 
sorts of little things before you come to the 
point where you are satisfied with the accu- 
racy that you are getting out of it.

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If you fire two or three 5 shot groups at 
100 yards with bullets of the same weight 
. .. but from different manufacturers . . . for 
instance, in .22 caliber, fire one group with 
Sierra 52 grain HPBT bullets, one group 
with Nosler 52 grain HPBT bullets, and final- 
ly one group with Hornady 52 grain HPBT 
bullets . . . unless you have a gilt-edge bar- 
rel, you should come up with a separate and 
distinct group for each manufacturer’s bul- 
lets. With a proper analysis of the groups, 
some interesting things can be found out 
about the barrel and chamber. 

In 6mm it may be difficult to find bullets 
that give good group separation. The manu- 
facturers don’t make bullets of the weights 
that we are interested in, and the custom 
bullet makers use dies that are very similar. | 
am assuming, for purposes of this discus- 
sion, that all of the conditions that we know 
will contribute to good groups are observed; 
good loads, proper bedding, good bench, 
no wind, etc. Throughout my testing, as re- 
ported here, all groups were fired with bul- 
lets “touching”, unless otherwise specified. 

Before we do any analysis of the groups, 
let’s take alook at the bullet’s flight. The bul- 
let usually spirals on its way to the target... 
with two spirals ... with different pitches. 
Since the spirals are in opposite directions 
... they add and subtract in the bullet’s 
flight. This is nothing new from my lips; rath- 
er it goes back to the turn of the century, and 
Dr. F.W. Mann’s landmark work, “The 
Bullet’s Flight”. 

Many shooters are surprised when they 
change the distance they are shooting at, 
and the group’s placement moves . . . up or 
down, right or left. IT WOULD BE MORE 
SURPRISING IF THE GROUP DID NOT 
MOVE. The shooter notes with surprise 
that (for instance) the group is on the left (of 
the target’s “mothball” at 100 yards. . . and 
on the right at 200 yards . . . or the group at 
200 yards is smaller than the group at 100 
yards. These things are normal, and easily 
understood if you could examine yaw cards 
for the fired groups. When you have a spiral- 
ing bullet, your point of impact changes con- 
stantly with the distance. In Edgerton’s 
slow motion photos of an artillery projectile 
in flight, the yaw is clearly shown. 

Now for the analysis. The group separa- 
tion is caused by two things. One, the bul-

lets have acquired some tilt. Two, the bul- 
lets from different manufacturers have 
different ojives. In “one” the tilt is caused by 
a flaw or error in either the rifling or the 
chambering. My feeling is that it is more like- 
ly to be found in the chambering. In “two” 
the ojive does not add any error, but rather it 
changes the angle of the bullet tilt when it 
leaves the barrel, and this does change the 
amount of group separation. If any of the 
groups are small, this says that the rifling is 
good. Don’t forget that this testing also is 
checking load and bullet quality. 

In one of my test barrels, firing groups of 
Sierra and Nosler 52 grain HPBT bullets, 
the group separation was a full inch and a 
half at 100 yards. This was caused by misa- 
lignment of chamber and bore. The misa- 
lignment was less than .0005 inch. So here 
is a test that gives some idea about the qual- 
ity or accuracy of the chambering. 

In another test, using the same barrel, 
and bullets from just one manufacturer, the 
bullets for the second group were seated 
.060 inch deeper. The group separation 
(movement) was three eights of an inch. | 
again made the point that when you change 
seating depth of your bullets, you are trying 
to correct an error in either the rifling or the 
chambering, more likely in the chambering. 

This can be used as a test to identify a gilt- 
edge barrel. There would be no group sepa- 
ration from different bullets, or seating 
depth changes. In the true gilt-edge barrel 
there is no bullet tilt caused by either the ri- 
fling or the chambering ... consequently 
there will be no bullet spiral. Of course the 
gilt-edge barrel won’t help bad loads (loads 
with inherent bullet tilt). Even a fitted cham- 
ber can’t completely correct a bad load. It 
can limit the amount of tilt, but it won't elimi- 
nate it. If a load has bullet tilt, the bullet will 
have tilt when it leaves the barrel, and as a 
result it will spiral in flight. 

The amount of tilt that we are talking 
about is very small. F.W. Mann calculated 
for a bore spiral of .003 inches in diameter 
... the deflection at 100 yards would be 2.4 
inches. If we are talking of tilt in inches, it is 
on the order of .0001 to .005 inch; or in de- 
grees the angle is 10 seconds to several 
minutes. 

The loads that | make up for my testing 
have a neck and bullet runout of between 


.0001 and .0002 inch. The deflection at 100 
yards would be .025 to .050 inch if shot ina 
gilt-edge barrel. My yield is better than 90%. 
It is not difficult to make good loads, it is 
merely time consuming. Loads are very im- 
portant because the errors that they intro- 
duce are random. 

In shooting a barrel that introduces tilt to 
the bullet ... to get small groups the tilt 
must be the same amount for each shot, 
and in the same direction. It is the barrel with 
random errors that makes it useless in any 
search for accuracy. 

It may seem that | am obsessed with tilt. If 
so, this is because tilt is the cause of most of 
the errors in shooting. 

These tests are qualitative, and very easy 
to do. With more work it may be possible to 
get quantitative answers with this method. 
It is possible to get some of these answers 
by direct measurement, butitisn’t easy, and 
besides | think that this method is a lot more 
fun. 

| don’t feel that these observations will im- 
prove anyone’s shooting, but | hope that if 
we get more shooters more concerned 
about barrel quality, chambering quality, 
and loading tool quality . . . it willimprove the 
results we achieve “down range”.

Dave, you and the other PS folks were 
very kind to leave me on as a columnist 
when there was an unreasonably long peri- 
od without any contribution or input from 
me. (Editor: there was some talk about 
throwing you out, but you’re an awful big 
guy, and no one wanted to be the one who 
had to tell you the bad news. John 
Gammuto and | told Stella to axe you 
months ago; I’m surprised to learn that she 
hasn’t done it). Well, now that I’ve found an- 
hour-or-so to spare, I'll try to let people 
know that I’m still alive. 

I'll start off by saying that the magazine 
has come a long way, and you should be 
proud of what you’ve accomplished here.

potential new benchrest shooters. Whether 
we can convince them to stick their big toe in 
the water, and try it ... that’s up to us, 
that’s our problem.

On to talk about rifles. Let me fill you in on 
what's going on at Jarrett Rifles these days. 
We combined our efforts with Jim Carmichel 
to bring forth a super velocity 6mm round di- 
rected at live varmint hunting which | can’t 
talk about now except to tell you that our 
goal is 4,000 feet per second with a 75 grain 
bullet. The name of the new wunderkind will 
be the 6mm Catbird. The background for 
the name . .. Jim names his wildcats after 
the members of the cat family (the Cheetah 
being a good example), while | name mine 
after birds . .. so we compromised, and set- 
tled on “Catbird” for a monicker. (Editor: 
just leave the marsupials to me). 

I’m waiting on a reamer from Hugh 
Henricksen. Tell me, is that a sentence 
you've heard before? If you will open your 
Webster's Dictionary, and look up the word 
“slow” ... hey, there’s a picture of Hugh! 
With all respect, Hugh has two claims to 
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fame. First, he is the best reamer marker in 
the world who still operates his own shop. 
Second, as a direct result of number one, he 
is at least a year behind in his work. 

There’s another guy out there who | wish 
still had his own shop, so he could take 
some of the pressure off of Hugh. He’s one 
of the great ones, along with probably the 
greatest reamer maker ever, Red Elliot. If 
you took ALL phases of accuracy work .. . 
Ross Sherman, of Dryden, New York, on 
balance just might rank as numero uno. If 
there was something that Ross, in the world 
of metal making, could not do, and do well 
... I’ve missed it, whatever it might be. The 
maker of some of the best carbide bullet 
making dies ever, the creator of the “Superi- 
or” custom action, the maker of the carbide 
“buttons” for button rifling by the Harts, and 
by Remington for many years ... the list 
goes on and on. I’ve only met him once, but 
that one meeting was enough to convince 
me that Mr. Sherman was “the goods”. | 
happen to have a favorite quote ... “The 
pursuit of excellence is as great as the 
achievement of excellence”. From what I’ve 
seen of his work, Ross Sherman exempli- 
fied the phrase “the achievement of excel- 
lence”. 

As far as fitting and chambering a barrel 
goes, there’s one guy who his peers consid- 
er “a gunsmith’s gunsmith” ... Harold 
Broughton. Harold has probably taught 
more gunsmiths how to be accuracy smiths 
than anyone else still wandering around on 
two legs. Harold would no more allow aless 
than perfect chambering job to go out his 
shop’s door than Rolls Royce would start 
turning out hot rods . . . pink hot rods. | tell 
you, if thirty years from now, the fates are 
kind, and some day | overhear the remark “I 
rank Kenny Jarrett’s work right up there 
with Harold Broughton’s work” . . . | hope 
it’s in a pleasant little pub .. . that this oc- 
curs . . .cause I’m going to call the bartend- 
er over, and tell him ... “set up the house. 
I’m celebrating.” (Editor: | think I’ve just fig- 
ured out a way to get at least a half dozen 
free drinks at this year’s Super Shoot.) 

Hmmm ... back to things going on at 
Jarrett Rifles. | did wander off there, didn’t 1? 
(Editor: | wasn’t going to interrup anyone as 
big as you). We have a new .300 Jarrett, 
which is the 8mm mag case, blown out, and 
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with a 35° shoulder. We have hopes that 
this will outdo anything this side of the .30- 
378 Kubla Khan case (which we also make). 
We also have a .338 Jarrett, which is the 
same case, but with a .338 bullet. Our aim 
here is to outperform the .340 Weatherby, 
which should be no problem. The final car- 
tridge that we are playing with is the .308 
Bluebird, whichis a real sleeper in the hunter 
class. It will be the subject of a separate 
write-up in PS, when | have a chance to de- 
velop enough load and velocity data to give 
you a meaningful report. The best part 
about the Bluebird is that Redding has al- 
ready produced some dies for it, which we 
carry in stock, as well as benchrest dies, 
which we make. 

The 7mm STW has been a very success- 
ful addition to our line of cartridges; we have 
turned out over 30 rifles in that chambering 
to date. The STW is the 8mm mag case, 
simply necked to 7mm. It certainly is over- 
bore by conventional standards; indeed the 
cartridge would probably be a joke were it 
not for the existance of 7828 powder. We 
have had slowburning powders like 5010 
for a long time, but we’ve never had any- 
thing that so brings alive the big magnum 
cases like 7828 does. This powder has 
made possible a lot of recent innovations in 
wildcatting, and has given a new life to many 
old wildcats that never lived up to their po- 
tential previously ... due primarily to the 
lack of a proper gunpowder to bring them to 
life. 

Of course the .416 Remington is off and 
running, and we are proud to have done 
some of the preliminary work on that car- 
tridge, along with Layne Simpson. It is my 
understanding that Remington is offering a 
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stepped bullet in that cartridge, which is a 
great idea, but which may call for revaluat- 
ing the 14 inch twist barrel that they are 
using. Also, for a person wishing a rifle 
chambered for this cartridge will have to be 
diffrerent than the Remington print, be- 
cause all of the monolithic type 400 grain 
solids available at the present time are not 
two sizes. 

Boy, if someone would make a .264 bullet 
with the front half at bore diameter, on top of 
the rifling, and the back half at true .264 di- 
mensions, that would be one heck of a 
screamer. Winchester tried it and dropped 
the idea; because of the costs, | believe. But 
the concept sure works. Since the civil war 
artillery shells with lead or bronze driving 
rings have proven that it works. The big 
guns of our navy’s battleships can sit ten 
miles offshore and just about drop one in 
your watch pocket ten miles inland. Maybe 
I’m just a country boy, but | consider that to 
be impressive. 

Well, so much for letter writing. As | write 
this there’s a big gobbler in the nearby 
woods that has given me the slip for the last 
three mornings in a row. As | see it that’s a 
three game losing streak; a streak that | in- 
tend to cut short early tomorrow morning. 
As | sit there waiting, by a big cypress tree, 
maybe I'l think up a few more rabbit pellets 
with which to fertilize our great “little peo- 
ple’s” magazine. In the meantime, if you 
can’t hit it, the hell with it.

| came home for lunch on Monday, March 
27th, and the last thing on my mind that day 
was the acquiring of any new match barrels. 
| had put new barrels on my heavy varmint 
and light varmint guns last year, and 
rechambered my heavy bench barrel. Due 
to a series of physical problems in 1988 | did 
not get to shoot all that much, and the three 
barrels are still in very good condition. 

While peacefully eating my lunch my wife 
handed me a letter from our noted and es- 
teemed editor. (Note that | do not make Rick 
Hornbeck’s mistakes; a little flattery from 
time to time doesn’t cost me a cent). David 
related that he had just shipped to me a 
new, cut rifled barrel, with the compliments 
of Mr. Krieger, who asked only that we give 
the 6mm heavy varmint class barrel a good 
testing, and let him know what we found. 

About 5:00 pm that same day UPS deliv- 
ered the barrel to my door. | called Mike 
Toth, of M.D.T. Precision, and he agreed to 
chamber it up for me on the following eve- 
ning, a Tuesday. Mike has chambered all 
my recent barrels, and | wanted the same 
reamer used, so that | could interchange 
cases. By 10:30 pm that evening the new 
barrel was all chambered, and a seating 
depth gauge made from part of the 4 groove 
barrel. That is less than 36 hours from the 
time | received the original, unexpected let- 
ter. Obviously yours truly does not drag his

feet on matters that interest him. 

| had previously shot only 6 groove button 
rifled barrels in all my benchrest experience, 
and this was my first experience with a 4 
groove cut rifled barrel. It is a .2430 groove 
diameter heavy varmint barrel which, after 
chambering, ended up with a length of 227% 
inches. Mike used a6PPC JGS reamer, with 
a .263 neck diameter, and afterwards put 
an eleven degree crown on the front of the 
barrel. When he finished we drank a toast to 
the new barrel with Schaefer beer. (Editor: 
at last, a gunsmith with a little spirit, a little 
soul!) 

| was too tired on Wednesday morning to 
go to the range. (Editor: Ahah! The truth is 
coming out now. | begin to suspect, sir, that 
you guys drank more than one Schaefer 
beer!). | got up early Thursday morning, and 
found pouring rain and northeast wind blow- 
ing, with more of same forecast for the next 
two or three days. | decided | could wait no 
longer (Editor: That’s a character weakness 
of yours, Geza. A good man, me for in- 
stance, would have controlled his crass 
emotions, and climbed back into bed). | 
elected to take the day off from work, and 
give the new barrel a good tryout. A north- 
east wind, at the Central Jersey R&P club 
range means a tail wind. | was of the opinion 
that an overcast day, even if it was windy 
and raining, would be better than shooting

into the sun on this range, at this time of 
year. Our range faces southwest, and when 
the sun is behind the target frames it can be 
brutal, with heavy mirage, and very difficult 
to see the bullet holes clearly. 

| went downstairs and made careful prep- 
arations that were to pay off later. (Editor: 
My first suspicion is that he filled the trunk 
with Schaefer beer; however we shall see, 
we shall see). | re-covered my target frame 
with new cardboard, and made a cardboard 
hood to shelter the targets from the rain. 
This kept my targets from getting soaked, 
and allowed the bullet holes to show up 
clearly. | shot from inside an enclosed port, 
where | was sheltered from the wind and the 
rain while loading and shooting. Except for 
that enclosed port | would never have head- 
ed for the range in weather like this. (Editor: 
we print this last line solely to show you how 
difficult it is to run a magazine like this when 
all your columnists have attitude problems. 
Seely and Rick are the same way.) 

The weather man said the wind and rain 
were going to continue all day, so time was 
not a factor. | elected to use the barrel 
break-in method of Seely Masker. Unfortu- 
nately, once | got out to the range, | realized 
that | had forgotten how many times you 
were supposed to clean in the ritual. (Editor: 
you should have called him. I’m sure that he 
would have come out, even if there was no 
room for him in the enclosed port, and he 
had to stand outside in the rain). Well, | fired 
one shot to get on paper (Editor: | hate guys 
who are “on paper” invariably after one

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shot. My first shot frequently goes behind 
me, or through the firing line roof, or whines 
off the bench top, or something like that). | 
cleaned the gun with 10 strokes of the bore 
brush, and patched it dry. | repeated this 
procedure for 5 more shots, cleaning 10 
strokes after each shot. Then | started the 
first group on my warmup target. | put my 
first two shots off to the left of where | want- 
ed to print my shots. | stopped shooting, 
gave the gun a good cleaning, and rezeroed 
the gun on a sighter target to get my point of 
aim to coincide near the group. | then fired 
three more shots that went into the same 
hole, a bit off a point between the first two 
shots. | was using full length resized cases, 
and 27.0 grains of regular H322, lot number 
12685. | shot two more groups with this 
combination, and had shots go out of each 
group that did not seem to be due to condi- 
tions. This load has worked well for me in 
the past in other barrels, but in retrospect | 
believe that the load was too light for the 
conditions. 

| had cleaned the gun after each of the 
first three groups, but now | decided to run 
some J-B through the barrel. | wrapped a 
patch around the worn brush that | was 
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using, and after applying the J-B | ran this 
through the barrel 10 times. | cleaned the 
barrel with Hoppes, and dried it carefully. 

| had with me some new Sako cases that 
were neck turned to .0094 tight necks, and 
once fired in my fire forming barrel. They 
were sorted by weight, trimmed, and inside 
flash holes deburred. | intend to write a sep- 
arate article on these cases. 

| also switched the load to about 28.0 
grains of Government Surplus GI322, lot 
#111787. This is 51.0 clicks on my Culver 
measure. This load comes about half way 
up the necks of my cases. | had been using 
Federal 205M primers, lot number 5456, 
and a new lot of Euber bullets that were 
slightly lighter than previous lots. These bul- 
lets showed a reading of 67.7 grains on my 
scale, compared to previous lots which ran 
about 68.5 grains average. | have always 
had good luck with those 68.5 grain bullets 
previously, but | have a hunch that these 
new, lighter bullets might be even better. 

After the J-B treatment, switch in cases 
and load, | established a point of impact 
closer to the mothball of the target. | can’t 
honestly say what it was that did it, but sud- 
denly the gun started shooting tight. Maybe 
the J-B, maybe the change in cases and/or 
load. | now switched to a new, tight bore 
brush, and cleaned after every group (aver- 
aging two sighters and five record shots per 
firing). 

| suspect that barrel makers will groan 
when | say that | clean abut 35 strokes with 
a tight fitting brush after every group of 8 or 
more shots, when | expect to shoot a long 
string of groups. | may clean with less 
strokes when | don’t have to fire many sight- 
ers in a match where | only have six groups 
to fire in one day. A fouled barrel is not going 
to shoot for anyone. This becomes evident 
when you have fliers out of your group that 
do not seem logical for the conditions (pro- 
vided that you have good shooting habits at 
the bench). | even clean with J-B or Gold Me- 
dallion BEFORE going to an important 
match. 

| shot exactly 12 groups through this bar- 


rel on my first day of testing. The practice 
targets that | use have six targets per sheet. 
These two pages reproduced with the arti- 
cle show all 12 groups, numbered in the 
order of firing. Foulers and sighters were 
fired off to the side. The targets shown are 
not selected; they are the good, the bad, 
and the in-between. 

The combined aggregate for all 12 
groups was .2798. | had a bad flier on the 
11th target, which ended up as a .475. The 
other four shots measured .125. If | could 
take back that one shot the 12 group aggre- 
gate would have been .2589. 

To analyze the targets further ... after 
the first three groups, when | cleaned with 
J-B and switched loads and cases, the last 
nine groups are a .2558 aggregate. Take 
out the eleventh group flier and the aggre- 
gate falls to .2280. This scoring area was 
acceptable to me, considering the prevailing 
conditions. As | drove to the range in the 
morning the weather forecaster said winds 
were 12 miles per hour. On my ride home 
the fellow was reporting 25 miles per hour. 
Favorable conditions, on the other hand, 
were the overcast skies and the tailwind, 
which did not vary a great deal in direction. 
The wind blew out toward eleven o'clock, or 
shifted to one o’clock; there were no com- 
plete reverses, and at times only a few flags 
registered a side wind. | had five flags out 
there between me and the target. 

The other plus that | had going for me was 
shooting from the enclosed port, where | 
was sheltered from the wind and the rain 
while shooting. It was a comfortable 50 de- 
grees inside; outside that wet north wind 
was making it mighty cold. 

My initial conclusion is that this Krieger 
barrel is certainly capable of very fine accu- 
racy for benchrest shooting. Maybe | could 
have done as well with my other barrels; | 
don’t know. However it certainly has my in- 
terest. And | have yet to try different seating 
depths. | made no changes in load for the 
last nine groups. | am looking forward to 
more testing, in better weather conditions.

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Testing A Krieger Barrel 


(Editor's introduction: Geza’s second 
testing of his new Krieger barrel took place 
at the final match of the New Jersey winter 
league. Geza finished second in the match; 
his .2934 aggregate pulling into port a bit 
behind Bob White’s winning .2866. Condi- 
tions were quite sporting that day, and while 
we have a most interesting write up on the 
goings on from Geza, including a few inter- 
esting and challenging equipment prob- 
lems, we are going to defer that report until 
next month, and go to this write up directly, 
feeling it to be the more logical Part Il to a 
testing review). 


Date: April 9th, a Sunday. This time | got up 
early, wanting to test the barrel in favorable 
conditions, and to do alittle fine tuning of the 
load. The weather forecast for the day said 
overcast skies, with occasional light show- 
ers, and light wind. On my arrival at the 
range the temperature was a comfortable 
55 degrees, and | elected to shoot outside 
the enclosed port that | had shot in for my 
first testing. 

There was absolutely no wind at all when 
I started shooting, at 8:30 am. Maybe it was 
too calm; | figured that anything worse than 
a “low ones” group would be less than ac- 
ceptable. | used the same load that shot so 
well in my first testing, with the wind blowing 
and the rain falling. 

| shot the first three groups in the same lot 
of tight neck cases . . . but different rows out 
of the same box. | used a new can of the 
same lot of government surplus GI322, lot 
#111787, with a Culver setting of 51.0 
clicks, and 67.7 Euber flat base bullets. 

The seating tension was very strong in 
these tight neck cases; much more than | 
wanted it to be. | was seating the bullets into 
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Geza Nagy 


the lands, the same as before (when this 
method worked well). My first three groups, 
in ideal conditions, were .473, .388, and 
.355. (Editor: we have a vacancy in our col- 
umnist ranks now .. .). 

| just couldn’ t figure out what was wrong. 
In times past, when testing other bullets, | 
found that | was better off jumping the bul- 
lets if the neck tension was strong. Since | 
was at my wit’s end anyway, | decided to try 
jumping the bullets. | had a second seating 
die head set up to push bullets other than 
Eubers deeper into the case neck. | seated 
one to give it a try; and found that | now had 
an overall cartridge length of 2.145”. When| 
had been seating the Euber bullets into the 
lands | had been working with an overall car- 
tridge length of 2.210”. At that setting, my 
closing of the bolt would set the bullet back 
into the case to a new measurement of 
about 2.195”. This worked just fine with the 
light tension neck cases, and | never had to 
change it. | decided to give it a try, shooting 
a few groups with the 2.145” overall mea- 
surement, even though | felt, deep down in- 
side me, that this was too deep. (Editor: 
‘atta boy, Geza. In matches | frequently do 
things that | suspect beforehand are wrong. 
And invariably | prove myself right . . . in my 
suspicion that it was the wrong thing to 
do. 

| used rows #5, 6 and 7 in my cartridge 
box; the same cases that | mostly used the 
first time, although now | was using an over- 
all length of 2.145”, with the same powder 
load. | shot my next three groups (targets 
#4-5 and 6) with these 15 cases; three 
groups of five shots. Those three groups 
measured .172, .105, and .248. Now the 
gun was shooting tightly. 

With the same powder load, and jumping 
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the bullets from a 2.145 overall length set- 
ting, my final. 13 groups that | shot turned up 
an aggregate of .2198 (targets #14 through 
#16 herewith). Nine out of those last thir- 
teen groups were shot with rows #5, 6 and 
7 inmy cartridge box, shooting three targets 
with each row. The other four targets were 
shot with different rows of cases. Row #5 
shot groups of .172, .194 and .137 for an av- 
erage of .162. Row #6 shot groups of .105, 
.268, and .304 for a .239 average. | was 
quite satisfied with the results of my testing. 
The conditions obviously were not the same 
for each group fired. | would not hesitate, in 
a big match, to use any one of these three 
rows of cases, with that same load. The re- 
mainder of the groups fired with the shorter 
seating depth, four to be exact, were fired 
with different rows of cases for each group. 

These cases were selected by case 
weight only. | did not employ any methods 
based on variations in neck thickness or 
case wall thickness. They were all cut with 
the same neck turner setting, then trimmed 
and flash holes deburred. 

After the first three groups, air movement 
started. After the seventh group it picked up 
further yet, but not as bad as during my first 
testing of this barrel. It was generally over- 
cast, with a few showers spread around the 
day. 

After two periods of bench testing (one of 
them — this one — being a fairly extensive 
16 group test), plus one winter league 
match, | can tell you one thing ... my 
Krieger barrel is capable of competing in any 
benchrest match!

PART I 


Dear Dave: 

Another offshoot of my studying and 
using wads. As noted, these wads have re- 
vealed a shock wave phenomenon that real- 
ly aggravates accuracy by not being sym- 
metrical. 

One of our fellow shooters, being a den- 
tist, just had to try his ultrasonic denture 
cleaner on some well-carboned-up cases. 
Voila! A way to clean the inside, as well as 
the outside, of cases — and in lots of up to 
25 at a time — taking no longer than 20 min- 
utes. They look like new brass. (Note 
Roger’s previous letter to you.) 

Now, the reason for this tale. I’ve kept a 
fairly close watch on the wads of my regular 
competition plain base Schuetzen loads, 
and they had always been free of shock pit- 
ting. These old cases, reloaded for over five 
years and well-carboned-up inside, were fi- 
nally ultrasonically cleaned. You guessed it; 
| now have shock wave pitting. This now 
leads to my latest development: a method 
to baffle the inside of a case and dampen or 
eliminate the shock wave, plus reduce the 
air space for the smaller charges with lead 
bullets. It’s a bit of work accomplishing; but, 
try as we may, so far no damage. You’re the 
first to know of this, Dave — a scoop! 

| went to the local hardware store and se- 
lected a compression coil spring that would 
slide into a basic straight-sided case before 
necking down. | carefully cut the springs to 
length and weighed them for perfect match. 


The open coils of the springs make great 
baffles inside the case. Then, we necked the 
cases down, forming regular 30/30 brass 
only with springs trapped inside. 

Taking chrono readings indicate less vari- 
ation than before, plus an absence of slight 
lead fouling | was getting about 3 inches 
ahead of the throat. Kicking up the loads 
into areas that gave real problems before — 
now, no problems, even though I’ve got less 
air space in the case because of the spring. | 
believe we are smoothing out the sudden 
push. 

It looks like | may really be able to work 
loads up to where recoil will become the lim- 
iting factor again only with lead bullets. With 
fast powders, the wads have no pitting. 

Of course, we have just started on this, 
and I’m sure there will be combinations that 
will show up that won’t work. It’s rather ex- 
citing to identify a problem and find a solu- 
tion to it. Just think how many people don’t 
even know they have a problem!! 

I’m sure this could apply to jacket bullet 
loads, but I’m just running out of time for 
playing. | need help.

PART Il 


Dear Dave: 

This weekend, | went trolling in uncharted 
waters and discovered a few rocks and 
shoals. Keep repeating, keep your sense of 
humor, keep bailing, keep your sense of 
humor. 

| should never have added that P.S. on 
my last letter, Dave. For every invention, 
there has to be a counter-invention. 

As mentioned, my first cartridge with the 
shock wave damper (springs) was the 
30/30, and it worked well. Since more PS 
shooters use .308W, we next prepared 
twenty rounds of that for testing. The larg- 
est mouth unprimed factory brass we could 
find was .358W, which we expanded up toa 
straight cylinder, which was then pushed on 
to aspudin the lathe for neck and body turn- 
ing to make the case walls concentric. This 
paid off big when necking back down as the 
neck walls come out uniform within a tenth 
of a thousandth, even when going down to 
.243. When uniform, the walls don’t buckle 
when sizing either. We next took the springs 
that we located at the local supply house 
and cut them to a length that weighed 40 
grains each, which gave uniform displace- 
ment. These springs fit snug inside one end 
of the case, and a little loose on the other, 
but would be trapped in placed as the neck 
was formed over them. Taking a couple of 
steps necking down, we ended up with nice - 
looking .308 brass. Since our lathe spud 
wasn't full length, we also measured case 
wall thickness near the head and put an 
index mark on the thin side. At least, all the 
errors will be in the same direction. 

Remembering that the worst offender for 
chewing up wads was IMR-4895, that’s 
where we started with our gas check NEI 
190-308, which weighed out at 210 grains 
and was 10 BHN in hardness. 

A few days ago, | discussed what | was 
doing with Bill Davis of Tioga Engineering, 
and he also got excited as he confirmed my 
suspicion that there was some very uneven 
combustion taking place in many loads and 
that my approach to breaking up or damp- 
ing the shock wave may work. It’s sort of 
like an engine pinging or knocking — the 
total pressure is the same; it’s just the un- 
even burn that can blow a hole in the piston. 
If we could produce or retrieve our P-wads 
with a smooth, unpitted surface facing the 
powder charge, then we had achance of de- 
livering a lead bullet undistorted. The other 
goal was to end up with as small an Sd 
(standard deviation) as possible, also indi- 
cating an even burn. 

We took one of our sort of “expendable” 
rifles, a Savage 110-S .308, upon which we 
had practiced fire lapping successfully, and 
went to work.

All this was only at 50’, but we ended up 
with one tight hole in the target for the last 
loads and these 210 grain GC bullets. 

Next, we tried 25 gr Reloader 7 behind 
the same bullet and got 1721 FPS average 
with an Sd of 6, plus asmooth wad and tight 
group on target. 

At this point, we just had to see what all 
this would do for a regular 190 grain Sierra 
BT match bullet with 748. No wads, of 
course, but just to see what the springs 
would do for velocity and the Sd. Here’s 
where | can sympathize with the loser at 
Waterloo. 

There was, naturally, no reason to start at 
low velocity, so we just jumped right in with 
38 gr of 748 and Fed 210m primer and re- 
membering we had reduced the case vol- 
ume with the spring baffles. Our average ve- 
locity came out 2280 and an Sd of 25. 


We knew the velocity had to be higher ~ 


and the Sd lower to be of value — up went 
the powder charge — 40 gr 748, about the 
middle of the case neck. The 190 gr BT was 
seated way out as this 110S had a long, 
deep throat; no problem there. 

The first shot went off great — no extrac- 
tion problems — velocity 2404 FPS — 
about where we wanted it. Next shot 2432 
FPS, not bad; but, oops, the action was 
hard to open, the bolt was sort of stuck; a 
hard rap with the heel of my hand, and out 
came the case and some spring hanging out 
the case mouth! | should have quit there; 
but, shucks, just one more. 2440 FPS, and 
now the bolt was even harder — not to lift, 
but to pull back. Good grief, about half of my 
spring was into the barrel, and it took a good 
pull to drag it out. End of experiment. Heavy 
load, jacketed bullets, and the spring is a 
disaster, especially if the case is full of pow- 
der — light loads, it’s designed for. 

One thing for sure, those springs could 
never get out of a .243 neck, could they? 
So, we converted the 18 cases left to 243, 
which had never been outstanding as a lead 
bullet load. Our other expendable Savage 
110E in 243W, also fire lapped, was 
brought into service. Using Relaoder 7 
again, and our P-wads, plus NEI and RCBS 
GC bullets, we went to work: 


The only 6mm GC bullets we had on hand 
were 10 BHN hardness, so we had a few of 
these loads lead up; but, surprisingly, the 
2-groove RCBS did not. 

Groups at 50’ were fantastic, considering 
the bullet softness. These things all 
weighed around 95 to 98 grains yet. I’m 
sure going to be busy casting and heat 
treating some harder bullets for these high 
velocities. | never expected the NEI design 
to hang together this soft, but it shot well up 
to 22 gr RE7 at only 10 BHN. Those spring 
dampers are really doing their job. 

No, Dave, | didn’t try a hot jacket load 
with the 243. I’ve got to get out to the longer 
ranges and see what I’ve really got now. If it 
works, my buddies are going to hate me. 
Anyone out there want to make custom 
cases? Happy to give all details and first 
order.

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Last Sunday at my home range an inter- 
esting point was being discussed by a group 
of rimfire shooters. As usual | couldn’t resist 
adding my two cents worth. When | stated 
my point of view, the guys gave me “that” 
look. You know, “The you don’t know what 
the hell you’re talking about look.” In spite of 
that | knew my logic was correct, but at that 
moment | couldn’t prove it. The following is 
the result of an hour or so or research on the 
subject of 45 degree winds and their affect 
on point of impact. 

The Problem: Assuming that the target is 
a 0 degrees, why when the wind was com- 
ing in from the left at 315 degrees would the 
bullet impact high and to the right, and when 
the wind would come in from opposite side 
at 45 degrees, would it impact low and to 
the left? One shooter seemed to be puzzled 
by it all and made the mistake of wondering 
why (out loud). After all, a semi-headwind is 
still headwind isn’t it? Shouldn’t the bullet 
impact higher on the paper, under those 
conditions? The ensuing discussions cov- 
ered a variety of probable causes; trigger 
jerking, bad ammo, and even the occult 
were blamed. | found it hard to believe that 
seven shooters, all shooting Eley Tenex

(Red), could all be experiencing the same 
problems, at the same time. Finally | blurted 
out, “Hey, its got to do with the rotation of 
the bullet.” 

There should be no doubt in anyone’s 
mind that a wind coming from the right will 
cause your point of impact to move left. Be it 
the “drift theory” or the “delay theory”, the 
bullet will move in the same direction as that 
of the applied force. That’s pretty funda- 
mental and should take care of any right and 
left movement discussion, but that is not the 
question posed here. We want to know why 
the bullet went up with a 45 degree wind 
from the left and down with a 45 degree 
wind from the right. Instead of boring you 
with a lot of physics equations, I'll use the 
“Bernoulli Principle” to make my point. It is 
the keystone to all discussions relative to 
aerodynamics. 

| believe most of you are familiar with the 
game of baseball and how much pitchers 
rely on the curve ball to defeat their oppo- 
nents. They can move the ball up, down, to 
the right and to the left, and anywhere in be- 
tween by rapidly spinning the ball on a par- 
ticular axis. For our purposes, the barrel 
does this work for us. It puts the same rapid

spin on the bullet that causes it to stabilize 
and move down range in a predictable man- 
ner. 

Unless you request otherwise, most cus- 
tom barrelmakers turn out right-hand twist 
barrels, therefore the bullet spins to the 
right. To illustrate the point see Figures “A” 
and “B”, both represent a down range view 
of the bullet with affecting their course of 
flight. Both have right-hand spin. For ease 
of illustration just think of the bullets as not 
moving forward at all, they are just sitting 
there spinning about their axis. In Figure 
“A”, where the air is moving from right to left 
you will notice at the top surface (P1) that 
the bullet and the wind are moving in oppo- 
site directions. This causes the air to be 
slowed down by friction, giving rise to a high 
pressure region (P1). On the bottom surface 
(P2) the bullet and wind are moving in the 
same direction. The surface movement of 
the bullet is additive to the direction of the 
wind creating a higher velocity at (P2) and at 
the same time giving rise to a low pressure 
region. 

Generally speaking, nature does not like 
things to be out of balance. In this case, na- 
ture tries to balance things out by pushing

the bullet rapidly downward to equalize the 
two pressure regions, this causes the low 
shot. The reverse is true for Figure “B”, ex- 
cept it will cause the bullet to impact high. 
| have only taken into consideration one 
principle of fluid dynamics in this bit of infor- 
mation, but it illustrates why bullets react 
the way they do under these conditions. 
There are many other variables that can 
alter impact points and some of them are: 
bullet mass, wind velocity, bullet velocity, 
spin, etc. ... Just rememer, they go down 
faster than they come up, just ask a major 
league batter.

Several years ago a good customer gave 
me a one year subscription to your maga- 
zine. | have found it interesting reading for 
“several years”. As a custom stockmaker, | 
am interested in making accurate working 
guns. Who knows more about accurate ri- 
fles than the writers and readers of Preci- 
sion Shooting? Much of what | read in your 
pages of course has no practical application 
to hunting rifles. On the other hand | do finda 
goodly amount of very useful information, 
and usually get a chuckle or three out of 
your offbeat editorials. 

In the December issue was an article con- 
cerning wood gunstock finishing. | was 
quite surprised to learn that anyone at PS 
had an interest in such things. (Editor: we 
keep John Gammuto around for his appeal 
to the lunatic fringe). After reading the article 
| am of the opinion that you fellows know 
just about all there is to know about making 
a rifle shoot into one hole (and a darn small 
hole at that) ... but next to nothing about 
how to put a good finish on a stick of wood! 
There seems to be good, sound reasons 
why you use synthetic materials for gun- 
stocks! (Editor: confounded Gammuto .. . 
first he gets Randy Fritz and Mainville all 
riled up over a cost estimate to start 
benchrest shooting. Now he’s got all the 
stockmakers in Albany, Oregon mad at us. 
Why can’t he be like me? | don’t get people 
angry .. .) 

Then, in the March issue, | see yet anoth- 
er article on the subject ... similarly mis- 
guided. (Editor: Gammuto! Get in here and 
close the door behind you! You're causing 
more trouble around here than Hitler did, in 
Europe in 1939!) Gentlemen, if you want to 
spend the rest of your life in fondling that 
piece of wood, the two methods put forth 
are two good ways to accomplish just that. 
(Editor: all right... who wants to handle this 
wisecrack for the corporation?). | once 
heard it said that dead skin makes a damn 
poor stock finish. (Editor: well, there goes 
our alibi for killing Gammuto). | believe that 
saying, and if you care to listen for a minute 
or two, | think that | can set you up with a 
method that will come just about as close as 
you can get to a water resistant finish for a 
gunstock, and mighty nice looking to boot. 

| have been told that bare wood probably 
responds to nothing finer than 320 sandpa- 
per, so don’t waste your time in sanding that 
bare stock with 500-600 paper. Also, use 
sanding blocks and dowels of various sizes 
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by

and shapes to wrap the sandpaper around. 
Sand WITH the grain at all times, otherwise 
you will leave unsightly scratches. Create 
straight lines (where they should be), and 
gentle curves (where they should be), and 
not intermingled all over the place. Once you 
have them, take care in future sanding to 
hold them, by using the sanding blocks. On 
the other hand, if you don’t care what the 
end product might look like, go ahead an ig- 
nore these cautions. 

When you have the stock cleaned up, and 
shaped to suit your fit and eye, wet it with a 
rag or sponge (not excessively), and dry it. 
This will raise the grain (whiskers). Hanging 
it out of doors on a nice sunny day will dry it 
in a couple of minutes. (Editor: on the next 
“nice, sunny day” the first thing we hang is 
Gammuto). Otherwise, use a source of 
moderate heat. . . ahair blow dryer is excel- 
lent, and can’t burn the wood. (Editor we en- 
courage input from readers who have ex- 
perimented with flame throwers for this 
task). Take off the whiskers with sandpaper 
or steel wool. Repeat this process until you 
feel no more whiskers after wetting and dry- 
ing. Good wood will take only a couple of ite- 
rations at this to get the job done. Now we 
have asmooth stock, with good sharp lines, 
and we are ready to seal and fill those pores. 
Raw linseed oil is about as suitable here as 
30 weight motor oil. Boiled linseed oil has 
not been boiled, the name notwithstanding. 
Rather it has had dryers added in order to 
make it dry out. Tung oil has a reputation for 
being more water resistant, and does not 
tend to darken the wood as does linseed. 
Any of the good bar or spar varnishes or 


synthetic varnishes will do a good job, and 
are readily available most anywhere. A main 
concern should be to use a substance which 
is not toxic nor irritating to the touch. Ob- 
serve cautions on the container relative to 
breathing the fumes. To get this stuff as far 
as possible into the pores of the wood (to 
provide a deep seal) thin it 2 or 3 to 1 with 
turpentine or mineral spirits. | use a sub- 
stance intended for use on yacht decks, and 
claimed to be resistant to the damage of ul- 
traviolet rays, is water resistant, and will tol- 
erate deck shoe traffic. Sounds about like 
heaven for our intended purpose, doesn’t 
it? It also is very thin, so it penetrates well, 
yet it fills quickly. | use a half inch brush to 
apply it, but some may choose to wipe it on 
with a rag. Apply a good coat, both inside 
and outside. | do this for 15-20 minutes, or 
until it will accept no more. Then hang it up 
to dry. Donot apply heat in an attempt to ac- 
celerate this drying. Out of doors on a 
sunny, breezy day is ideal. Indoors in a well 
ventilated space is okay. Over the living 


room rug is likely to elicit strong comments ___ 


from your wife (all negative in nature), so | 
counsel against it. Let it dry thoroughly 
(which only takes a day or so on the early 
coats). And then apply another coat, either 
thinned or full strength. No more than two 
coats on the inside, or else you will have 
trouble getting the metal back into the 
wood. Now you are ready to sand. You can 
wet sand, or dry sand. Wet sanding will 
shorten the time involved but it is a bit 
messy, and really should be done out of 
doors, or in a well ventilated area. The dust

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particles created in dry sanding should not 
be breathed either. On the other hand, if you 
smoke two or three packs a day, feel free to 
ignore this particular advice. The point is 
probably moot anyway. No-fil type paper 
works best for dry sanding, and wet or dry 
paper is the stuff to use in wet sanding. | cut 
the sheet of sandpaper into ten pieces, 
about 2” x 4” in size, to wrap around the 
sanding shapes. In dry sanding, sand to the 
wood, and apply another coat. Let dry, sand 
to the wood, etc., etc. It generally takes 10 
to 15 coats to fill all the pores, depending on 
the wood. In wet sanding, apply a few drops 
of the filling liquid as your sanding medium, 
and sand only a small area at a time (3-4 
square inches). Apply more liquid to keep 
the sanding going well. Do not wipe off the 
sludge created on this first sanding, but 
rather, spread it around with your fingers to 
even it out. Either method will take a sheet 
or two of sandpaper in each sanding. Start 
with 240-280 paper, and as the job pro- 


gresses, you will use finer and finer paper, 
ending up with about 500 grade on the last 
sanding. You can go to 600 grade, if it is 
your heart’s desire to do so, but for your 
purposes probably no benefit will be gained. 
How do you know when you are done? Hold 
the stock up so that light will glance off the 
surface, and rotate it slowly. If you see 
“shiners”, all the pores have not been filled. 
Keep going. By now you may have run out 
of steam, and your enthusiasm for creating 
the finest finish on a stock ever beheld by 
mere mortal man may be ebbing. So you 
may choose to quit. Second and third wet 
sandings call for wiping off the sludge as 
you go, using a lint free cloth, or paper tow- 
els or napkins. After the second wet sanding 
you will see that the pores are filling nicely, 
and good wood can generally be filled with 
only three wet sandings. You can now see 
the true character of your piece of wood, 
and you may even want to pat yourself on 
the back. 

If you prefer a glossy finish (folks of poor 
taste are commonly found with this afflic- 
tion. Modern medicine is not certain if it is 
hereditary, or somehow acquired during life 
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... perhaps a virus) you can rub on a bit of 
some shiny, high gloss goop. A nicer finish, 
at least in appearance, is the matte or egg 
shell finish. After the final sanding | usually 
rub on a very thin coat of tung oil low gloss, 
furniture finish, and wipe it off immediately. 
This works welllater, when you may want to 
freshen up the stock. 

This finish is in the wood, and very easy to 
maintain. Dents can be raised in the usual 
manner (wet patch and soldering iron, but 
keep the hot iron moving so as not to scorch 
the wood). Scratches can be readily sanded 
out (with the grain, please), and then rub in 
some finish until it evens out. There are 
other methods, but these, with individual 
variations, are the usual ones, used to pro- 
duce the finest finish on a piece of wood. 

And to provide a non-skid surface where 
the hands grip the stock, some checkering 
on the forearm and gripis in order. It doesn’t 
have to be elaborate, but it definitely serves 
a purpose. 

In the accompanying photo ... that is 
NOT a glossy finish on that stock, of genu- 
ine French walnut, but rather this is the re- 
flection of light from the camera’s flash bulb. 
In real life, this is a nice, flat finish, pleasing 
to the eye. Contrary to what some believe 
(and even write) tung oil is NOT the sap of 
the Chinaberry tree, but rather is oil extract- 
ed from the nut of the China wood tree 
(aleurites fordii), and has been known as the 
finest oil to apply to wood for many years. It 
is noted for its resistance to water, fast dry- 
ing, and a hard, tough, but flexible film (see 
Newell, Gunstock Finishing and Care, page 
111).

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MORE ON WOODEN STOCK FINISHES 


Dear John: 

Your article on rubbed-oil finishes in 
December's Precision Shooting, and the 
one on wooden stocks in March, set me to 
thinking. In the first article, you said that 
your “personal belief is that the satin sheen 
achieved by a hand rubbed linseed oil finish 
is still the most beautiful, durable and 
moisture-resistant sealing system you can 
apply.” The idea that a linseed oil finish is the 
most moisture-resistant one available did 
not square with what | remembered from my 
reading in magazines like Fine Woodwork- 
ing. Rather than rely on others, though, | did 
a few experiments which shed some light on 
the subject. | thought you (and the readers 
of PS if you’ve a mind to use this in the mag- 
azine) might be interested in the results. 

A walnut plank had been equilibrating 
with the air in my basement for several 
years. | cut several pieces roughly 5 inches 
long and 0.75” on aside; these weighed 530 
grains each. Like a gunstock, these sam- 
ples exposed mostly side-grain to the atmo- 
sphere, with some end-grain. Drying one 
piece in a 250 degree oven until the weight 
stabilized showed that the wood had car- 
ried about 6.3% of its dry weight as water. | 
left this thoroughly dry specimen overnight 


in my gun room, where the temperature in 
the winter is about 70 degrees and the rela- 
tive humidity is about 40%; it regained 1.3% 
of its weight in only 12 hours. Water moves 
fast from air to wood. 

To four wood scraps | applied the follow- 
ing finishes, allowing two weeks curing 
time: none; Parks boiled linseed oil, two 
coats; Zar gloss polyurethane, one coat; 
Sears’ two-part marine epoxy paint, one 
coat. By weighing the wood before and 
after finishing, | was able to measure the 
amount of finish which adhered to the wood 
in each case. The wood took up 14 grains of 
linseed oil, 18 grains of polyurethane and 26 
grains of epoxy paint. 

| then immersed the wood samples in 
water at 70 degrees. At the intervals shown, 
| wiped them dry and weighed them. The 
weight gain is expressed in the percent of 
the original weight of the wood. 

In this simple experiment, a two-coat ap- 
plication of boiled linseed oil certainly 
slowed the absorption of water as com- 
pared to no finish at all. However, polyure- 
thane did significantly better, and epoxy 
paint allowed very little water entry. 

To put the effects of this water gain on 
stock dimensions in perspective, | mea-

sured the raw wood sample before and after 
soaking. After the sample had gained 
12.1% of its weight as water, the wood had 
expanded by 0.2% in length and 2.1 and 
2.3% in the two “width” dimensions. As you 
pointed out in your second article, there was 
little change in dimension along the length 
(grain) of the sample, but a great deal across 
the grain. 

Several factors limit the application of 
these results. First, | did not use a multiple- 
layer linseed finish. Second, no finish will re- 
sist weeks of exposure to high humidity: 
water will cross thin layers of finish, no mat- 
ter what. Even the epoxy allowed some 
water in eventually. 

| also question whether a rubbed oil finish 
is necessarily better looking than well-done 
polyurethane. | have a friend who applies a 
polyurethane finish you cannot distinguish 
from the best oil finish. Of course, he uses 
about 15 coats of thinned polyurethane, 
wet-sanded and applied over the course of 
about two weeks, putting in about the same 
number of hours as you would need to apply 
an oil finish. There is no shortcut to a “hand- 
rubbed” look, it seems! 

| urge any PS reader who still thinks he 
can keep water out of a wooden stock to try 
this experiment with his favorite finish. If the 
total immersion test seems unrealistic, just 
keep the air moist inside a box or jar with a 
wet sponge; the results would be the same, 
but take longer. For me, it seems clear that a 
synthetic stock looks weird but does better 
than wood the jobs a gunstock is supposed 
to do.

Warren was the first | met. He was a 
beaut . . . opinionated, short tempered, sar- 
castic, and not given at all to suffering fools 
— real or perceived — with any gracious- 
ness whatsoever. He was also possessed 
of a fine sense of humor, a genuine affection 
for benchrest and benchrest shooters, and 
a highly developed sense of personal loyal- 
ty; if you passed muster with Warren you 
had a friend for life. 

Many were off-put by what they per- 
ceived as aloofness, selfishness, and even 
somewhat egomaniac tendencies. The 
truth of the matter was his innate shyness, 
and a distaste for hour after hour of “gun 
talk” forced him to adopt a remoteness. As 
you probaly know he had been, at one time, 
a teacher; he was well read, and his inter- 
ests extended far beyond shooting and fire- 
arms. He once told Johanna that the best 
thing about my entering the sport was my 
willingness to talk about something other 
than shooting, and to join him in expeditions 
to Clint Eastwood spaghetti westerns. 
(Suspect, too, my disinterest in things tech- 
nical was a plus, in Warren’s estimation.) 
We share a number of interests, and he was 
an early encourager of my leaving the secu- 
rity of agood job to go into the firearms busi- 
ness. Insofar as benchrest was concerned 
he was nonprovincial — but felt strongly the 
split was something that bordered on the 
criminal. 


Maybe that’s the reason a lot of people 
have not responded to my requests? They 
simply forgot! Oh well, what was | saying? 
Damn, at what age does all this forgetful- 
ness begin anyway? 

Fortunately for us, Skip COULD remem- 
ber a few things from the “good ol’ days.” 
Those of you that know Skip personally or 
knew Warren Page, Bob Hart, or Ralph 
Stolle will enjoy his letter. Those of you that 
haven't had the pleasure of meeting Skip 
should . . . he is living history in mind, and a 
legend in his own. 

All kidding aside, | do consider Skip to be 
a patriarch of the sport. His love of the game 
and devotion to the people of benchrest 
have earned him that distinction. Thanks 
Skip!

Warren's legacy, of course, is THE AC- 
CURATE RIFLE. The man had a good 
grasp of the basics — but that’s not particu- 
larly unique. What set him apart was his abil- 
ity to convey his knowledge in language 
both articulate and entertaining. The fact 
that every new shooter today, is told to read 
it sixteen years after its publication, says 
something about the book, and the man 
who wrote it. 

Bob Hart was another whose very name 
can still stir up a bit of pro and con discus- 
sion. Depending on one’s view point Bob’s 
hat was snowy white or jet black. To my 
way of thinking he put a hell of alot more into 
the game than he took out of it — certainly 
more than enough to counter balance his 
being part of the IBS split from NBRSA. 

He was a principled man, and was not at 
all reluctant to swim upstream. A power 
within IBS in the early days of that associa- 
tion, he was one of the few — certainly the 
only “mover and shaker” within the IBS hier- 
archy — to support the Super Shoot con- 
cept. At the winter meeting in '73, four 
months before the first S.S., the then Presi- 
dent asked for a show of hands from “any- 
one planning to attend this so-called ‘Super 
Shoot’.” It was not the great number of 
members whose upraised hands impressed 
him — but he was obviously surprised — 
and discomfited — to see Hart’s. A few cyn- 
ics have said his support was possibly the 
result of his wanting an obvious money 
maker held at Council Cup . . . balls! Unlike 
some of the people in the east Bob didn’t be- 
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lieve shooting for money would hurt the 
sport; in other words he had faith in the sup- 
porters. He DID believe the S.S. would be 
good for the game, and in spite of a lot of flak 
from certain quarters, he voiced that faith 
and belief. 

There was probably a side to Bob we 
never saw — at least we’ve been led to be- 
lieve he had his ornery moments. To us, 
however, he was always a very special gen- 
tleman — on the range, or in his home. We 
were both devoted to him. 

Ralph Stolle — now there was a piece of 
work. It was donkey’s years before | met 
him. Ralph wouldn't come to the early 
Super Shoots because the Big Guns 
weren't included. Then when we did make 
them part of the program he stayed home 
because the merchandise all went to the 
“rat gunners”! 

Although we’d never met, both of us had 
formed less than kind ideas about one an- 
other: he thought | was some kind of snot 
nosed wise guy newcomer whose motives 
were highly suspect; | thought he was an 
irrascible and opinionated pain in the ass. 
George introduced us in 1979 fully expect- 
ing, | suspect, a bit of fireworks. But some- 
thing strange occurred — we liked each 
other immediately. (Of course, he always 
had some reservations about anyone who 
didn’t shoot a Big Gun!) 

Ralph was one of the best interviews in 
the game. He’d been around for awhile — 
was knowledgeable — and was never re- 
luctant to express an opinion. It was those 
opinions that made such good copy. And 
those opinions were never subtly stated; he 
was no weasel worder . . . | remember ask- 
ing him if the shooters of today were really 
better than the old timers, or was it just a 
matter of superior equipment .. . “Shit . . . 
these damned kids today are heads and 
shoulders over all of us old sons-a-bitches 
the best day we ever had . . . they’re pure 
shooters and we were aiways tinkering with 
the damned rifles . . . we weren’t even in the 
same class.” (That’s obviously not a literal 
quote, but you get the idea.) Ralph didn’t 
waste his time with people he didn’t like, and 
he could be abrasive. But he could also be 
incredibly patient with anyone who wanted 
help or advice. Ralph’s death was difficult 
for us to come to terms with — he was a 
very special friend. 

One of the (many) shortcomings in our 
game is a lack of written history — the only 
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40-X ACTIONS, STOCKS, 
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POB 787, New Braunfels, TX 78131. 
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time anyone thinks about commemorating 
the more notable individuals is after they’ve 
passed. If | were editing a benchrest publi- 
cation which — thank God I’m not — | 
would write a series of profiles on people 
who are still alive . . . an oral history of the 
sport.

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An accident involving a firearm is some- 
thing we all dread, because: the conse- 
quences are often quite severe. | don’t be- 
lieve we ever get over the shock of an 
unfortunate incident when one occurs, es- 
pecially when it involves someone we know. 
Yet, there are scores of injuries resulting 
from improper handling of firearms and re- 
loading components each year. 

A safe shooting environment is not some- 
thing that just happens. It is the shared re- 
sponsibility of national organizations, fire- 
arms and component manufacturers, local 
clubs, and the most important link in the 
chain, you and me. When one link is broken 
the system fails to serve us, and this is when 
public interest groups and government bod- 
ies feel compelled to do our jobs for us. As 
you well know, their solutions to problems 
are often harsh and unfair to responsible 
sportsmen. If we are going to preserve the 
sport as we know it today, we are going to 
have to adopt a more intolerant attitude to- 
ward those that threaten our personal safe- 
ty and the prosperity of others. 

When | say “intolerant” | don’t necessarily 
mean that in an extreme context. It is possi- 
ble to express displeasure with a person 
acting irresponsibly in a mature manner. 
There generally is no reason to approach 
someone in a hostile or abusive way when 
you object to something they are doing. In 
most cases, it is a matter of ignorance rath- 
er than a blatant disregard of safe handling 
practices. Why chance alienating some well 
intended person and driving him away from

the sport when all he may need is a little 
guidance? We need all the support we can 
muster today just to maintain status quo. 

If you approach a person violating a rule 
of safety as an educator, someone that is 
concerned with his well being and the well 
being of others, you will generally find him 
more receptive to your point of view. If he 
does not feel threatened or humiliated, he 
will more than likely rectify the situation im- 
mediately. 

Of course, there will be those who will 
fight you every step of the way and tell you 
to mind your own business. This is the time 
to appeal to a higher authority. More often 
than not, range officers and club officials are 
available to arbitrate situations like this. 

We all know shooters who feel compelled 
to exercise a more extreme approach in sit- 
uations like this, some even feel a knock 
“upside the head” is justified. | don’t believe 
this approach solves anything. 

I’ve been shooting for a long time and 
have witnessed and been involved in situa- 
tions that have bordered on “tense,” espe- 
cially on public ranges. Believe me, the mod- 
erate approach brings things to a 
conclusion sooner. 

Let me clarify one thing, | am not talking

volved in benchrest shooting, but | do know 
that you are starting something with your 
.17 rifle that could do a lot for the .17 caliber 
shooting game. 

After shooting the .17 for almost 15 
years, | have discovered some things that 
might help in finding the most accurate .17 
caliber rifle. 

To start with, we have only had 25 grain 
bullets available in any quantity. | would like 
to see a greater variety available from one of 
the manufacturers. 

All of the .17 caliber rifles | have built have 
had 10” twist barrels on them except one. It 
was an 11”, and | wasn’t very pleased with 
it, but | wouldn’t rule the 11” out solely on 
the performance of that one barrel. | have a 
friend that has one, and he says it shoots 
very well. I’m certain that the benchrest 
community will come to some conclusion on 
this matter. 

A case capacity of 20 grains seems to be 
about right to get the velocities in a range 
between 3000 and 4000 FPS. In most of my 
shooting the top accuracy comes at about 


about someone that has just pointed a load- 
ed weapon at you, or fired a round over your 
head while you were down range hanging a 
target! These are extreme conditions and 
must be dealt with in an altogether different 
manner. A more extreme interpretation of 
the word “intolerant” may be more appropri- 
ate under those conditions. Something just 
short of a knock “upside the head,” to be 
sure. 

People that point weapons at others, 
drink alcoholic beverages while shooting, or 
smoke while reloading are not safe to be. 
around. They operate so far out of the 
boundaries of common-sense, it is not even 
worth discussing. 

Unfortunate incidents occur frequently 
enough without the help of people foolish 
enough to engage in these types of activi- 
ties. One of the above items, smoking, is a 
sensitive issue with some folks, | under- 
stand that. My personal opinion on this sub- 
ject is, “smoke ’em if you got ‘em,” but not 
around powder. A small one pound bottle of 
powder, when ignited, can create a life 
threatening situation and initiate the de- 
struction of property. 

There are many things that cause sport- 
ing arms accidents, but in almost every case 
it is something the shooter, especially the 
handloader, has done. So, “be careful out 
there,” we'd like to keep you on our sub- 
scription list for many years to come. Havea 
safe season.
